atuioiphere-onc day hot as summer, fulbvred 
l)y another cold a* winter. These change* in 
tl-. ;■ weather seem U) be of coitsidemblo bcneDt 
totliogmssbf deilroying thaorcat destroyer 
of it tho grasshopper. " 'It is icrnarkable th.Lt 
this year this insect is rarely to be met with, 
wherens during tlio totaling sbmnier* It was 
difficult to walk aoraas ^.graas paddock- with- 
out receiving a shnck in. the faoa Lrorasomcof 
these clumsy dying insect*, . The rain, al- 
though not very copious, tuus been mftkicnl to 
ensure us tho ptosperi of a good'whvat liar- 
vest. Acoording to statistical return* trds' dis- 
trict in wet teasonj only used to yield cn an 
average fifteen to twenty bushols of whent to 
the aero j whereas this year 1 have no douht 
tlio average crop will bo from twenty-five to 
thirty btwheb. One great reaeort, (unevw, 
why tho averigo crop of whent is greater than 
in former years in this district may be derived 
Sram the fact that a good deal of rich fertile 
anil near Kiima has bean ttlomod emd put 
under client, whihjt the worn out hsrren 
forest ground MSnr Wououeong. has been laid 
down for grass for dairy purposes. There are 
several acres of wheat in the vicinity of Kiaioa 
that will yield nearly forty hiishels'each. 
1 The moaduws oil the eabbflxo. tree flats anil 
twtunps being fertned principally of white 
clover, give a very cheerful appearance to the 
tlistriot. This very vtduuhle plant tltrivea rtv 
markably well in our wann'moist district, and 
cxliUiratca us as well on account of itA appear- 
ance, us its properties, The nectarine of the 
corolla afford? honoy for' the bee, wliilst en 
agreeable volatile aroma perfumes everywhere 
tho circumambient air. ' Without the plant our 
d»iry farms would not yield' so much profit bv 
10(1 per cent. 

The fig and the vine thrive particularly well 
in IlliLiuetra, end tlio wine grown and manu- 
faettucd by M. Quion equals tho hoasted 
■toft aUtliW or Italy. The secaery of Ilia- 
wajrs, such as is found between tho Minn- 
mum ltiver, olong tlio son toiist ond Kiima, is 
notiurpossod byaiiyin ftily. Themlsfottunels, 
that many people come down to Wollorigong, 
and having made a journey of eight nu'les to 
Dapto, return again to the metropolis, stating 
that they have seen T'lawarra, whereas the 
beautiful neigh bourhood of Kiaeari, which con- 
stitutcs' the. chief citcllcriCB of our district, is 
not so much as thought a!.

The list contained one remanded, and 
sixty-seven now cases, many of die latter had 
been settled out of Court, At five forty- 
eight cases had been disposed of, when -the 
Court was adjourned until ten o'clock the fol- 
lowing day, when business was again resinned, 
and by ona o'clock on that day the list had 
been gone through. Doth days the lawyers 
were employed in several caACd, which neces- 
sarily took up much of the time of Iho Court ; 
■wa will not Hoy needlessly, for in bcotao in- 
stances tlicy did their clients good service. 
Having attended the Court during the two 
days nearly six hours, we wore disgusted st 
the amount of perjury evidently com- 
mitted. There were many cases in which 
only plaintiff and defendant appeared, without 
any supporting evidence cn either sfdei in 
several of these cases there was hard swearing 
on both sides, plaintiff and defendant appear, 
big determined they would not be best if 
swearing could carry the day ; in some of these 
cases it was difficult, in fact impossible, to 
como nt the truth. Tlio tmiglstrntos in several 
Instsnoes, ndoptcd rather a novel mode cf de- 
ciding, namely, by splitting the difference, that 
is. by giving the plaintiff a verdict for half tho 
amount claimed, and half tlio costs, such 
decisions would of course inftict injustice on 
ono side or t ha other ; we must, however, admit, 
that the eases in which Bueh decisions wctg 
given it was impossible to come to a right con- 
clusion : after all. li&wcver, perhaps the better 
course to have pursued would have been to 
remand such coses, and afford plaintiff and 
defendant an opportunity of producing better 
evidence. Two cases vve wilt give of this 
nature. No, 3G and 3i, Frico e, Townsend, 
plaintiff suing defendant for £0 on a promis- 
sory note nearly two years overdue ; this claim 
the defendant did tiol attempt to dispute, but 
had. Died s se t-off uf (6 odd, which tite ruagii- 
trates reduced to Ei. No. 31 was for £S cash 
sdvaiiced Id defendant in March ' hut without 
any nroloissory' nolo or ocknowlcdefhent : 
plaintiff swons that- ho bad fre- 
quently lent the defendant money 
without taking any rioto or memorandum for it, 
lltat having found him pay back again, he had 
done so in tho present iuatJinco j dofendoal 
swore that he had never received any money 
from plabitiiT without giving his prom its cn^ 
note for the amount ; in this case the magis- 
trates awarded £2 lUs., half tlta amount 
claimed ; the allowing parties to swear in, their 
own ease appears highly objectionable, laying 
open Li wide ticld for perjury, and of wllicb wo 
aro sorry to say many hrtvn no scruple to avn.il 
themselves. The only other ease of any inte- 
rest was 02, Lambert v. Cox, plaintiff suing for 
£if add for meat supplied defendant, who ob- 
jected to -pay, having been served by a pcrsou 
named Rnowling with a notice not to pay any 
money dun to Lambert, us there was n paitner- 
shin between these two i Lambert denied Uds, 
and produced an scco tint furnished him by 
Snowling for work and labourin driving cattle, 
He., whieh went far to show, iliat there was no 
partnership existini!; tlio magistrates appeared 
of this opinion, and gavo a verdict.ln.favoiutof 
plaintiff, Ito.giviag defendant an incteniuity. 
against any alter claim from Snow injr. De- 
fendant then put in d olaiai for ugilstnient of 
cattle that litltl been kept in his pnddeck,. ni: J 
which 'he admitted had been brought Tptertt by 
Snowling ; this claim had not been filed in the 
regular way a* a tet-oJf, tho. defendant stating 
he considered hia claim to bo against the firm 
of Lambert uud Suuwling ; plaintiff would not 
consent to allow this set-on, and tho magia- 
trntee dismissed the case.

heard ill part in lost lernt, was concluded on 
the 2Sth of May, nndop Wednesdoy last Lord 
Dcnnian delivered judgment. 

The plainillf hod brought enaction against 
the defendants upon a time policy, by which ft 
vessel enlled tho Seahorse, trading between 
Launccston in Van Diemen'e Land and Sydney 
In Now South "Wnjc*, was insured for the sum 
of £11, 250, and her machinery for the turnc 
amount, fiomthniSth February to the ijlh 
of August, IglH, The plaintiff claimed as for 
a total loss. Tho delettdactn psid into court 25 
per cent, of the value, and pleaded that, os to 
the residue, thoy hod not broken their cove- 
nant At Ibb trial thejiiry tbund a verdict for 
tho defendants ; but A rtilc nisi for a new trial 
hnd since been granted,' on the motion of Jir. 
Serjeant Slice, upon the three following 
grounds :— tlic improper rejection of evidence, 
the misdirect ion or tho learned Lord Chief 
Justice, mid that tho verdict was against tho 

□n the Mth of May, Sir F, Thesiger (with 
whom was Mr, J, Wilde) shelved causa against 
the rule, On the 3th June, JD43, tho Seahorse 
being on her voyage from Launceston to Syd- 
ney, was at Georgetown^' at the mouth of tho 
river Tatuar, and shortly after wcigliing anchor 
jlie was carried by the el b title upon the shore, 
She was coitsiddrcd stranded by that accident ; 
but, it being fair woothornt tha time, the vessel 
got off without nny assUlance ( nnd, after some 
tomporary repairs, tailed for Sydney, wheio 
she arrived on the nth June. A protest win 
then noted (which was not extended for a fort- 
night afterwards), aud a surfty was made, 
when it was rktenhinsd to abandon the vessel. 
And ouch intention was OBnmau»taAtod by. letter 
to the underwrite!*. . That survey wss not at- 
tended either by tho eaptttn or the mate, or 
the ship's carpenter, and notice of abandon. 
ment was aivon twc]vndAy*,befora the protcat 
was extended. The vessel had ctm tinned in 
tins pos*essioa of the plalntitf up to tha present 
tiuui and, an far was it from be trig i total loss, 
(lust the pLiintifl had sin™ giyeri » ohnnipaguc 
party on board. No means had be™ taken to 
ascertain the an lure of 1 1m injury ' whifh the 
vessel had received, but tho ulainiHr cams and 
olaimcd for a uittl loss; anef the jury, having 
heard- thaiavidaneo of the plaintiff tor two 
dnyi, gave vheir verdict tor the defendants, 
that f ti wag butt a total loss. His learned fticndJ 
sought to sot -aside that verdict . on . three 
grounds :— First, be hnd contended that evi- 
doncB wot improperly rejected whan tho.am- 
swera to the tenth and eleventh iiixcnb^atorica 
ivere not admitted,- . Bui ho (Si* I'. Thesiger) 
contended tliat those antwen wets objection- 
able, insairuuch' oa . thoy wore mixed of law, 
hot, and apuiion; aad tliat depending nol 
upon any matter of science, but upon a variety 
ol circumstances, all of which should he, laid 
botoro the -jury. 1 In a ease of constructive 
total loss, like the present, the question was, 
what a prudent- owner, .uninsured, would do 
under the oirconutancea. All thou circn in- 
stances should ho put before tho jury ; but the 
iwitncssefl were asked 1 their opinion as 
to the expediency of repairing the 
TCssc! in tho. stela in -which it then 
wner ; that was the very question in the eouso 
which tho jury had to decide, ft laras not t 
question of science, but of fact, and depended 
an tha practicability or making the repairs, and 

all. and A, p. 30, the correct rule had been 
laid down by this Court. The learned counsel 
then distinguished that case from several others 
which appeared contradictory. He ncrt con- 
tended that there had been no misdireeiioii, 
The learned Chief Justice told the jury thilt if 
they were sutislicd that the vessel was aban- 
doned because it could not be repaired without 
incurring an expense greater than tho value of 
the ship, and that Hie plaintiff had neglected 
no meruit of ascertaining -the true state of 
things, thoy must find for tie plaintiff,' 

Mr. J. Wilde, on tha same aide,' said that 
the Opinion of a witness waa admis- 
sible on a questian i of scienoe >, which 
the jury could not be supposed to 
understand i but when the jury had' the same 
power as tfic witness of drawing a copclusion 

admissible. It wo* admissible only on a pure 
quest.on of ab*trnct aelencc, and. not where 
a question of .science was mixed with foct or 
law. , ; 

Mr, Serjeant Shoe (with, wliom were Mr. 
Crmnpton and Mr. Cloushy7, in . te pi y, -,;iid the 
question in the cause Wm, whether or nut there 
had been a total lose. That wns not a simple 
question of fact, but of corawuoliosii ,of opin ion, 
of inference, of legal inference; of which the 
jury could havo no knowledge at all. The 
quoit ion of total loss was not 1 a naked fact, but 
was a oucstiun of science. It would depend 
upon whether or net the vesjel could bare, 
paired jit that place for a sum less than its 
value afterwards, and nobody but a scientific 
person could have any proper knowledge upon 
that subject, 

". Mr. Justice Patteson: Hut, if the witneisos 
were .'to tell the jury nil rbo facts upon which 
they founded their opinion, tho jury would be 
able to form their own upon those facts. 

Mr, Serjeant Shee tlien contended, that tho 
jury, might, hove been misled by the word 
abhiidonirteht,'' which infact meant no more 
tjiau writings, letter, which every considera- 
tion of honour hound the plaintiff to do as soon 
as possible, In order tliat the defendants might 
mako*. inquiry. Iho very moment tho ship 
arrived at bydney « eurvay was hud by tho 
very men whom the assurers would wish to' 
have been present. Those persons were nailed 
in by thd owner, who believed his ship to be 
hogged 'or broken -backed. He submitted that 
the learned Chief Justice should have left it to, 
the jury to a&y whether the plaintiff had acted 
prudently at the particular times, on the day 
after the survey; not with the knowledge 
Which was. now obtained, bat with the know- 
ledge which tho plaintiff possessed at that time, 
Tfiu learned lerjcimt then contended that the 
verdict was against tho evidence. 

- Mr. Crompton, on the same side, contended 
that the jury were manifestly utrtuenccd by 
what tho judge had slid iti summing up 
(Inking an impression ftotn Sir F. Tliessijcr), 
oa to the dutj- of not " abandoning:" with pro. 
cipitation. air P. Thcsigur now stated thnt ho 
puerile mutter as an Indication of fraud, ns 
much as to say, will von trust . a person who 
Willi ? o «cl when yon Hndiwiwu/.fsr. But he

opinions of skiffiil persons on tho focts proved^ 
Stidipenoas were uaked what they thought 
the .proper course .for the plaintiff to pursue 
after the »hip s arrival nt Sydney with regard 
i tneaDandonnient,Qf tho ship, or the nttempt- 
ig to repair her. Tho first objection was, 
that no certain stale of things is suppoicd bv 
the question, and the answer to it might be given 
jm an hypothesis which the jury did not bc- 
llovu to he true. Perhaps this objection, good 
a* a. general preposition, might not exist in this 
case with regard to those witnesses who had 
already given their own description of the state 
of the vessel. _ llut Uicre was another abjee- 
turn. ^ The opinion was asked as to no matter 
of skill, but at to a matter of prudence in 
plaintiffs conduct, after tho accident. Itwits 
not like asking a pilot which way he would 
have turned the helm under certain cireum- 
stnncet, nor a shipitTiglit in what way the tln- 
mogo could hnvo been best rcniired, but how o 
prudent nn would hnvo acted in regard to tho 
interest of ownera coid underwriters ! The 
question might tl* well Jmve been put. whether 
it wins wise lo bring tho action or 
N defend it, or whnt, under all the 
circumitancco, the Judge's summing- 
up or Iho Jury's veiiict ought to be. Limly. 
the verdict was Impugned, as being against the 
OVidenco -which waa Bought to be partially 
cxplsihed by a miatalio in tlia construction of 
tho logbook. An entry in it was' said to havo 
been misread nt tho trial, making the voyage 
frum the placo of the accident to Sydney op- 
pear to be some hours shorter than it was. 
Defendont's counsel relied on this fuel as proof 
that the vessel had not sustained so much in- 
jur j- as plaimill rcpreecntcil. Itut this mis. 
take, in whatever degree it may hnvo operated, 
does not appear to afford any sufticiciit ground 
for setting aside the verdict, i'ho pl:iiiitiil"s 
learned counsel ill opening hia case, insisted on 
the length of the voyitge, as a proof of the ex- 
tent of injury, and ought surely to hnvo been 
prepared with his exploitation of the contrary 
nppearntice in bis own logho:k. Dut oven If it 
had been explained, there were facta in the 
case, partly in the evidont:e, nnd partly in the 
discussions that look plaec 111 tho hearing of 
tho jury, respecting the manner in which the 
commission was executed, which could net full 
to make a strong Impression on their minds. 
If tho mistake had been rcclilied, and the ver- 
dict still the some, I cannot say that I should 
havo thought it erroneous.

And, 
Indeed, if tluit.WETB sn, nil inquiry into the fact 
would be tmmrtierial. Wo thought it neces- 
sary to obtain tho fullest report of the trial, in 
order to sco In what manner the low was stated 
to Ike jury.

The word here has not its ordl- 
rtury meaning, nor does the use of it produce 
4hy effect on Iho rights of tha parties; it'was 
ticuted on all hands as equivalent to plaintiffs 
declaration of iho fact tliat a cans true tivo total 
loss had taken place. Upon these foots the 
learned counsel proceeded to state his views of 
the law in these terms. To tbi* statement the 
learned counsel for the defendant acceded, 
adopting his lest of aprvdent owner uninsured, 
but adding the spattl Uimticn thannch a person 
should take care — indeed tliat it was an obvious 
duty of the prudent uninsured owner to- uncer- 
tain with nil the accuracy which, the state of 
things permitted, what was tho real eonditioii of 
tho vessel beforp ho treated it as a total lost). 
He inppartrf this qualification by a recent 
decision of the Lord Chief llaron, and my sum- 
mine up placed both llrase prbpositlons before

For the apprehension now eiprcsscd thai 
tho jury have been led to consider these two 
propositions as wholly distinct, and possibly lo 
nnd a vcTUtet for the dafdiidunt hy way of 
purusknicnl for the owner's want of prudence, 
oven though they should liavc thought tlieTe 
was a constructive tofsl loss, there docs not 
appear to mo to be the leant fouuuBtion.

fhreu pensions lately granted do credit upon 
the whole to the Government. To Fhllier 
Mottle w is given one of £$00 a year for tne 
most obvioUB reasons. To Mr. Lclfh Hunt, 
£200 ii year for hi* literary eminence, raid bis 
sufferings, personal and pecuniary, in support 
of Liberal opinions. Mr. Hunt s services in 
tliat respect are well known. He never pro- 
fessed to^bo a scientific politician t he viewed 
the political world from a point uf feeling, and 
vindicated the rights of his fellow- citizens on 
the score of poetical justice.

Chnbxu-raa 
life H us tolerable as the loss of so eminent OJld 
excellent a partner will permit." Efow " ploty, 
eloquence, and learniiiir," are surely not the 
iisunetivc merit of Dr. Chalmers i which con- 
sisted . in the use lie made of his powers nnd 
opportunities for Die go nil of his iulloiv>cren- 
tuies. Nor would It bo maintained, on rodce. 
tion, thnt a gift of £200 n year can bo any 
compensation for the loss of such n man. The 
idea is derogatory, and doe* injustice In the 
real reeling which it so ill expresses. Again, 
the qnesliou or necessity cnteis into the grunt 
of a pension; and we do not understand that 
Ur.
